by publication, for at least five (5) con- 
secutive days, In two daily newspapers 
printed and! published in the city of 
Oakland, stating the name of the ap- 
plicant, the names of his endorsers "-- 
place where said 
ouslness » ... oe 


opened or maintained, and 
notifying 


all persons having any valid reason 
•why said petition should not be grant- 
ee?., to file their objection, in writing, 
with the City Clerk, on or (before the 
meeting of the City Council next suc- 
ceeding the completion of the publica- 
tion. 


"The cost^ of such publication shall 


be borne by the applicant, who shall, 
mniodiately upon filing his application, 
deposit tvith the City Clerk the sum of 
ten (10) dollars to defray the expense 
of such publication, which shall be used 
for that purpose and for no other. 


"This ordinance shall taice effect from 


and after its appT-oval."
